Thia 
io a comparatively aew braach of industry 
iavolviag some serious processes, aad it 
wiU be remembered that the introduction 
of the machine made shoes recently created 
aa excitement among ths journeymen 
borasehoers ia that city. Ths Press says 
Perhaps the manufacture of moat in 
terewt, from its novelty aad completeness, 
!■ that of horseehoee. In almoel ao branch 
of bus i nose baa machinery made a greater 
change ia ihe coot of production and in the 
perfection of worhmaaehip thaa ia this 
aaaaufaeture of horseahoes. The shoes 
turned out ia this factory are ae much su- 
perior le the old head- made shoes ae modem 
awl tea fabric ia to the product of the head- 
loose.

This 
coashts ia placing the tr a ia a furnace 
where it is brought lo a liquid slats, aad 
there repeatedly stirred sad worked with 
a loag iron ladle till the moot of the im- 
their way to the top. 
The mass is tbea 
allowed lo cool, and during the cooliag is 
worked by the ladle er poker into lumps, 
which are takes wkile yet red-kot to the 
machines ia which ths puddling is com- 
pleted. These eaa be beet uadsrstood by 
supposing aa immense pair of shears, with 
oae aids stationary aad ths other working 
upon it— Ihe blades of the shears beiag aot 
of sharp steel, but of heavy, broad, flat 
masses of iroa, so arranged that the lump 
of half mollea iron, whea brought from 
the puddliag furnace aad placed upoa the, 
platform formed by the lower half of these 
great shears, will be compressed repeatedly

Aa arm ia the shape of a I' is tbea driven 
forward and forces the bar to bond around 
the core into the exact shape of a shoe. A 
tnj -hammer thaa gives the shoe a 
number of heavy blows, between which a 
jet of water is driven by the machinery 
upon the shoe, and Ihe forging is complete 
and the shoes ready to be packed and sent 
bet. Those machines require the at- 
twe or three men each, and 
out at the rate of eight 
ia a minute. It ie iauaded to erect, as 
sooa as possible, six additional horseshoe 
machines, aad whoa thia addition is com- 
pleted the works will he capable of turning 
out about twenty tuns of shoos ia a day.

1 bave had the honor to be acquainted 
hitherto, admire, and most violently ap- 
plaud, those «renes which show the mad- 
man in his wildest transport*. There are 
plays in which the chief character success- 
fully murders from twelve to fifteen people, 
and, by way of crowning the meritoriou* 
i, plants a dagger at last in hi* own 
It is a fact that piece* which have 
aost madmen und murderer* in them 
with the greatest approbation Nay, 
several actors and artre-te* have com- 
plained to me how difbcull they found it 
to invent new ways of djing "u the stage. 
It must ho difficult, for there j re *ceuee in 
which the principal f rformers must re- 
main f -r half an hour io the la*t agonies, 
uttering broken words, ai.1 ut: ler contin- 
ued convulsion*; and it is certainly no 
easy task to sustain such a death with pro- 
priety.

Americans are familiar with the history 
of the settlement of California when ruf- 
fianism and Tioleoce made Ihe I acific coast 
dreaded by all peaceful people, fill the V igi 
lance Committee rose up like the giaat of 
order and walked through bloodshed to 
Uw. Australia resembles, at the present 
time, the Californians of twelve years ago. 
Since the racent discoveries of the rid. 
Lambing Flat diggings, highway robberies 
have been an ordinary incident on the 
t Bouthem road. Numbers have gone 
over from the V tctoria side, and among these 
crowds of old convicts, who had originally 
been expatriated to Van bieman s Und, and 
who, since the term of their original sent- 
ences had expired, had been prosecuting 
their callings, in the various branches of 
bbery, on the Melbourne gold-fields. 
These men always herded together ; they 
had their peculiar code of signals and a dia- 
lect by which they could at onee reeognite 
one of the initiated, and they actually look 
possession of many of the back gullies, one 
of which, in particular, was called Black- 
guard Gully. They were ostensibly en- 
gaged in digging, but in reality they had 
lived by plunder, and in a very short time 
grog-shops, sparring-saloons and ten-pin 
alleys were established by them ia all di 
rections. At last, in February, l&til, the 
first disturbance with the Chinees took 
place; and the honest diggers thought that, 
when they had driven off the Chinamen, 
they might as well make a clean job of it, 
and drive off the thieves as well. The 
very morning they started on this expedi- 
tion, two of the Irish diggers were found 
lying near the entrance to Blackguard 
Gully with their skulls fearfully mangled 
from repeated blows of bludgeons, they, 
however, still breathed, and ultimately re- 
covered.

enterprising person, compelled to piss the 
day there, thought of penetrating some ol 
those grassy passages called streets, he 
would discover that in oue or two of them 
were several brick siores aud houses.- per- 
haps as many as iu Manchester, across the 
river James, but almost all the dwellings 
were farmed. Three or four little churches 
or meeting houses there were, showing per- 
haps a small tin cupola or two, but you saw 
no life or motion, if you once passed out of 
the open space containing the railroad shed 
There was the heart, the lunps, the stomach 
of Atlanta. There Bullen travelers waning 
for trains were always stumping about; 
often looking at their watches . gnawing, 
in their impatience, the ends of thei r cigars, 
and uttering maledictions upon the Gate 
City. Since the war began, indeed, there 
has been at Atlanta some few factories car 
ried on upon government account; and 
these establishments, together with the con- 
course of quartermasters, commissaries, 
surgeons and other non-combatant appur- 
tenances to the rear of an army, have gath- 
ered there a kind of floating and fugitive 
population | it had even become a favorite 
stage or halting place for refugee newspa- 
pers; and talented journals, formerly of 
Memphis, of Knoxville aud Chattanooga, 
have all been for some lime printed and 
published at Atlanta; thus giring to the 
place that factitious air of importance 
which has imposed upon many Confederates 
outside of Georgia, and may be said to have 
completely sold the Yankees. They find 
themselves in triumphant possession of a 
rural "city" with umbrageous streets, 
where cows lately pastured, but the cows 
are all gone. The government factories are 
stopped, and their weatherboard sheds are 
Scarce worth burning. Some dilapidated 
billiard tables they may fiud there ; some 
dusty counters of lottery offices; empty 
demijohns of long-deserted barrooms ; but 
that is nearly all. The good Confederate 
inhabitants of the place have long since re- 
treated to safer quarters, and those citizens 
of the Gate City who remain to do the hon- 
ors, must be principally Vunkee 
and artisans about the car shops, 
with the barbers, who are ready to 
impartially Trojan aud Tyrian. 

Now this is presented as a tolerably ac- 
curate portrait and history of Atlanta, y 
has no natural advantages whatsoever, 
either for peace or war. There never was 
any reason why there should be a town 
there; it has no river; guards no pass: 
stands upon a place which has neither 
strength nor beauty, nor commercial facili- 
ties — save what have been created by the 
railroads alone. The railroads leading 
thither being, for the present, lost to us, the 
Gate City may as well go too ; and while the

The prisoners whom 
ihey ha I taken were delivered . iu ihe 
police, aud were sentenced on the flowing 
day by the beuch of magiairatoa to various 
terms of iiii|.ri:.ouuieut, as logues aui vaga- 
bonds. These measures I'r.ghieaed l*»e 
thieves away from the maiu diggings, and 
they spread out over tho branch creeks 
and giiiln .s. from that peiiwd commenced 
ihe regular highway robberies. 

The first notorious band consisted of five 
men, well mounted and armed, these flour- 
ished for about three tuo.uh*, and defied 
all ihe ctioria of the troopers to capture 
them. After that space of time, they 
found the country round the diggiugs was 
getting too hoi for them, So they shifted the 
scene of their operations to the Lachlan 
river, where the gold-field has since been 
discovered, though at the time no such 
thine had been thought of there. They 
epened the campaign in iheir new district 
by riding up to the inn at Jemaloug, tak- 
ing possession of it, and securing all the 
arms, money, and jewelry, which they 
jould find in the house. They then sat 
iown to dinner, drauk what liquors Ihey 
chose, and weut out to smoke under the 
While they were thus employed, 
came up driving a mob of horses, 
and, as he pas ed the front of the inn, 
one of the robbers leveled his piece, and 
called out lo him lo "bail up." 

Instead of obeying this order by reining 
in his horse, the stockman dug ths spurs 
in rowel-deep, and galloped on; the robber 
fired both barrels of his gun after him, and 
slightly wounded him in the shoulder ; but 
still he kept his seat, and was out of range 
in a moment. This man s escape rather 
startled the gang, aud they immediately 
mounted their horses and rode away. 

In the meantime the stockman pushed 
on for the nearest station, which he 
te no n ed after a rids of twenty-six 
miles. There was a general muster for 
branding, fee, there, at which all the 
neighboring bushmen were assembled, and 
the next morning at sunrise fourteen men, 
mounted and armed, started in pursuit of 
the gang. These siockmen knew every 
inch of the country for some huudreds of 
miles around, and they very soon struck 
the track of the robbers' horses. 

This they followed for several miles, and 
then they found by the hoof marks that 
the robbers had caught and mounted fresh 
horse* that very morning. This circum 
tance, however, did not discourage the 
pursuers, for they had got on the track, and 
ihey kuew they could run it to the end, 
even for a thousand miles, provided it kept 
clear of populous towns. They camped 
just before nightfall, and at daylight started 
on. They soon saw the robbers did not 
know the "lay" of the country; and so, 
while one stuck to the track, the others 
opened out so as to be just in sight of each 
other. In this manner they rode en till 
about two o clock, when one of them, who 
was a few hundred yards in advance, sud 
denly pulled up, and waved his hat to the 
others. These closed up at once, and, peep- 
ing cautiously over a hill lop, Ihey saw the 
live men ihey wanted, hailed in a group 
about half a mile away on Ihe plaia. 

The pursuers stopped also for a few min- 
utes to breath their horses, and then, put- 
ting in the pursuaders (spurs), they gal 
loped full speed right at the gang. The 
latter named gentry hesitated for an in- 
stant whether to fight or flee; but Ihe 
stock-lads came on like lightning, so the 
robbers turned tail and fled in different di 
rections. Unfortunately for some of them, 
horsemanship was not one of their accom- 
plishments ; so before the chase had lasted 
for more than a couple of miles, two of 
the gang were thrown from their horses, 
and were immediately secured. The other 
three escaped for that time; but the t 
who were captured were tried, convicted, 



ihe roads. 

The next man who distinguished himself 
in the line was " Jack- in- the- boots." lie 
had been sent lo Cockatoo island (the pen 
a> establishment of New South Wales), ua 
der a sentence of ten years, and on the oc 
casion of a disturbance there thirty of the 
ringleaders were sent in irons lo Uarliag- 
hurst jail. Jack was one of these; and on 
a certain day, whilst in the exsrcising-yard, 
and under the very eyes of two warders, the 
prisoners contrived lo get out two or three 
stones from the mam wall, and were coolly 
walking out. The governor of the jail 
happened to be passing by, and he was 
thunderstruck at beholding ihe men in gray 
suns and irons at large. Of course the 
alarm was given at onoe. Seventeen prison- 
ers had escaped ; but they were all retaken 
almost immediately, with the exception of 
Jack-in-the-boots. 

It chanced that a gentleman, who was 
visiting at a bouse ia the vicinity of the 
jail, had left his horse fastened to a gale 
post, so Jack jumped on it and disappeared 
In a few days after this, two Jews, who 
were hawking jewelry about on Tumut 
(about three hundred miles from Sydney; 
were stopf»ed and robbed. Then every day 
came f resh news of robberies. The mail was 
stopped, and several stores aad public- 
houses plundered by the same man, who, 
from a peculiarly rough voice, was identi- 
fied as Jack; nothing was talked of is 
the Southern district but Jack-in-the-boou 
and his exploits. 

At last, however, his race was run ; a 
large reward had been offered for his ap- 
prehension, and he was taken by some 
bullock-drivers whom he had plundered, 
lie was tried at Gundagai, ia the latter 
part of last year, convicted, and sent down 
to his old quarters for eight years longer 

After him, "LMdo' and his party plun- 
dered every one who straggled away from 
the main digginga, so that it was danger 
ous even to go and look for a horse, unless 
there were three or four in company, aad 
with arms in their hands. This, however, 
continued for only a few weeks, for there 
wee a great Und sale lo be held at Burrows 
(.about seventy miles off) and the nam 
started off in that direction in the ex- 
pectation of getting some large sums of 
money from those who were intending to 
purchase land there.

They took charge of the inn there, plun- 
dered it, and then sat down to enjoy them- 
selves. The assises were jest being held 
up-eountry, aad. as one of the district judge* 
and the crown prosecutor were riding 
along the Yase reed, ths bushrangers gave 
chaee to them; but the legal gentlemen were 
well mounted, so they galloped on into Yaw 
aad informed ihe pelioe there. The troopers 
mounted in hot haste, but, before they got 
to Browning, Dido aad his friends had got 
so drunk that the constables had only the 
trouble of lifting them up and conveying 
them to jail. This party was also convict- 
ed and sentenced to Ua jean oa the road* 
Meanwhile, to ihe westward, Peatley

Ths troopers fired, and Gardiner ret time 1 
shot for shot from his den, until his revolv- 
emptied ; then out a* sprang and 

the door, bat he was met with two 
shots, both of whieh took effect, aad down 
he went. The polio* then band-cuffed him. 
Whilst oae kept guard the other went out 
and saddled Gardiner's here*. They the* 
lifted him into the saddle, fastened his 
feet t the stirrup*, and, placing him bc- 
twesn them, started for Bathurst. They 
were riding comfortably along, when Jack 
I'eaabjy galloped up , ths troopers trod oa 
him immediately, aad the next instant both 
saddle* were emptied by two shots from 
I ea.ley s revolver. The re united bush- 
rangers then rode away. Neither of the 
troopers was killed, though one of them 
had a ball lodeed ia hU forhead; he was, 
fortunately, an Irishman, aad had a 
pretty thick os front ia, and after this Both 
mg was heard of Gardiner for seme months. 

This was not th* case with l'easley, for 
he shifted his camp lo the Ahercrombir 
Mountains, where n sister of his lived, aad 
he was frequently seen in that quarter 
A letter, purportiag to be from him, ap- 
peared in one of the Bathurst papers, in 
which he said "that he Uved hie native 
ills (he was aa Australian,, aad that he 
never would be taken alive." A reward 
of one hundred aad seventy pound* was 
offered for bis apprehension, accompanied 
with a fair description of his person, aad a 
statement that "he had been seen in Syd- 
ney a short time previously. ' Of course, 
all the Southern patrol aad police con- 
stables professed U be constantly search- 
ing for him i but they could never encount- 
er him, although many bushmen saw him 
daily. His haunts aad habits were well- 
known to several iathe Abererombieraagee, 
but as he had injured no one but the police, 
and never robtied a poor man, ao oae in 
that neighborhood woulJ betray him.

I sometimes faney that I can see ths 
littls whiU fence, and my mother and sistsr 
thers watering the Uowsrs 1 hslped them 
plaaL 

' 1 wealed to revenge my brother's death, 
hut my mother aad sister wet* almoat wild 
with grief, aad I knew that I must not 
mention iL I determined, however, to go as 
aeon aa they wsre a little more reconciled 
io sty brother s loss. They mistrusted it, 
tad were constantly watching me. I walk- 
ed to the village school svery morning, aad 
upon returning in the afternoon was sure 
to meet my sister at the gale aad my mother 
on the porch. They wsre always ao plsased

The London Observer describes a new 
preparation of paper of a remarkable char- 
acter. The uses to which it may be applied 
were explained oa the l '.th of August, nt 
the Pheaix Works, Battorsea, ae follows 

Thsre were tubes mads of papsr which 
had bsea tooted ia the moot satisfactory 
manner a* rocket tubes. Being mad 3 of 
paper they are, of eooee, very much lighter 
than theordinnry iron tubee, nad : \ty stead 
ths test of rocket firing equally as well as 
thoe* of metal. Not lees remarkable were 
the thick slabs and boards mods of paper. 
Thsss boards, of one inch in thickness, had 
been tested by bullet nnd ball, aad the re 
suit showed that their power of resistance 
wee equal to tsn inches of solid oak. The 
bullet, which had paeeed so far through the 
paper board as to cause a projecting sur- 
face at th* rear, wou Id have gpae oleaa 
through the oak, fracturing aad tearing it 
in ell directions, whils in ths paper board 
the perforation made wee a small, clsan, 
round hols. These peper boards are admi- 
rably adapted for ths sidss of ships; their 
specific gravity is somewhat leas than, tact 
of oak, and thoy are easily fixed M the 
framework of vessels. They have/ how- 
ever, this eddiliounl advantage over timber, 
they do not require copper sheathing tol 
prsveat fouling, they are noe- absorbent*, 
and neither animal nor vsgstabls lifs flour- 
Isoe upon thsir surface, ae is ths ease with 
timber aad iroa. They have also this furth- 
er advaatage, that they arc incombustible. 
No amount of heat will set them ia a blate. 
The applied. oa -f jreat heat will produce 
combustion in the immediate ne.ghborhood 
of the flame, hut anything like ordinary 
Luraiag ie quiU out of the question, la 
addition, however, to all ikese ^ood 4 uali- 
tiee, paper has posilivoly the advautage 
over timber and irou in the uaiter of cost. 

M. tt.erlemy, th* mvenior, well-known 
for the succeaaful manner in which he has 
arrssted the decay of certain portions of 
(he exterior of ths Houses of Parliament, 
has discovered a fiber wich ^rows in the 
southern portious of Gsrmany, and which 
may be converted into a rough kind of pa- 
per at a cost so trilling as to enable him to 
oompets with the builder of timber and 
iron ships. Not content, however, with 
forming the sides of ships of paper, the in- 
ventor is now engaged ia ths construction 
of light flsldNAUee*, specially adapted for 
mountain warTer*; and these, judging from 
results already obtained by axperyuent* 
with paper tubes, will be found to miser 
the purpose admirably. Tubas have already 
beau formed of this prepared paper, and 
they havs stood the test against iron in ths 
most satisfactory manner. 

So far as ws were enabled to ascertain 
the process of manufacture, it consists of 
lapping shsets or rolls of paper moistened 
with a solution of which topisaa is the 
priaoipal ingredient, oue over the other, 
until the requisite degree of thickness or 
strength is attained, aud exposing the ma- 
terial for a short time until it becomes thor- 
oughly hardened. This topissa is of the 
nature of e gum, end is found in considsr- 
abls quantities in Egypt. It has the pecu- 
liarity of Hiring extraordinary hardness to 
any surface upon whieh it is placed, and it 
was vsry sxtsasively used in the prepara- 
tion employed for preserving ihe stone in 
the szisrior of the House of Commons. It 
has also beea used for the exterior of the 
Bank of England, the interior of the dome 
of St. Paul s, on which Mr. Penrose has 
painted his frescoes, and it has just been 
applied with extraordinary suocess to the 
arohes of lbs London, Chatham and Dovsr 
railway at ths Elephant and Castle station, 
which have lately suffered considerably from 
damp and ths infiltration of water from ths 
roadway. 

There appears to be no limit to the ap- 
plication of this useful material. In addi- 
tion to ths preservatioa of paper, linen, 
sioae, brick, plastsr, aad other Tentorial, 
another most useful application of the ad- 
vaatage was shown ia ths perfection of n 
material resembling dock paper, aad suita- 
ble for carpets, which can be prepared of 
any color and with endless variety of pat- 
tsra. A slight alteration in ths mods of 
treatment converts caavas into a descrip- 
tion of oilcloth, whioh will stand any amount 
of wsar, as may bs seen from some pieces 
which havs beea for several months laid 
down ia the workshops at Bettsrsea. Ths 
inaUrials of n house ere now in courre of 
construction, for the purpose of showing 
th* adaptability of the paper boards to the 
construction of emigrants houses, tempo- 
rary churches and barracks. Already 
large quantities of a material known as 
"Panonia, or leather ololh, is maaufactur- 
sd by ths use of this extraordinary sub- 
stanos, and mads up into boots and shoes, 
which rival in the durable qualities ths best 
kinds of lsethcr, and it is equally 
for preserving stons, brick, i 
er, or any similar substance.
